On Tuesday, at 3:30 p. m., Mr. Daniel O. Daggett passed away at his 
home on Miller avenue. Mrs. J. G. Walker, his daughter, Miss Lula Bliss, 
his granddaughter, and Mr. J. G. Walker, his son-in-law, were at the bedside. 

News of the passing of this pioneer resident spread rapidly through this 
entire section. Sorrowing friends, in little groups discussed the new, and 
remarked on how this so well known and beloved figure would be missed 
throughout the whole community. 

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE ADJOURNS. 

Several club meetings, arranged for this week, were postponed out of 
reverence to his memory and respect to the bereaved family. 

The Chamber of Commerce met for its regular session on Tuesday, the 
day of Mr. Daggett’s death. 

With President W. H. Dinning in the chair, the meeting was quietly 
called to order and Mr. Andrew Hynding was appointed temporary secretary 
in the absence of Mr. J. G. Walker, its regular secretary. Upon motion of 
D. E. Curley, the resolution of condolence which appears at the head of this 
column was passed and voted to be spread on the minutes of the meeting 
and published in The Enterprise. Immediately, Attorney Coleberd preced¬ 
ing the motion by a brief address of tribute, moved for respectful adjourn¬ 
ment, and the members filed from the room. 

WHOLE CITY SHOWS VENERATION. 

The love of an entire community was expressed by the number of people 
who passed before the remains as it lay at the home of the deceased. 
Banked about the casket in profusion was a wealth of floral offerings, silent, 
fitting tributes to the memory of this beautiful soul who had endeared him¬ 
self to the donors by untold and innumerable acts of kindness and sym¬ 
pathy. 

On Thursday, as the Rev. W. T. Miller rose to preach the funeral ser¬ 
mon, a hush fell over the relatives and friends assembled to pay their last 
homage to this loving father and honored citizen. In a solemn silence the 
words fell impressively from the lips of the clergyman. 

I Chronicles 29, 15. 

You have perhaps listened to a great legal mind “summing up” evidence 
in a law case, and counted it a great occasion. This is also a great occa¬ 
sion when a great spiritual mind addresses itself to the task of “summing 
up” life. 

David had toiled and fought and made music and made laws and written 
poems. He had made conquests and accumulated wealth and gathered 
treasures costly and rare. He had come to fame, influence and power. Now 
when the earth is in his hand or under his feet he stops to consider, and 
finding that he has been living upon the lower levels of life, he offers this 
very earnest prayer to God: “Take me not away in the midst of my days.” 
His request was granted and he spends the remnant of his days in planning 
a temple for his people. 

He gathered material, laid by riches, sought out a design, an architect 
and workmen, and when he knew that his dream was to be a reality, hallowed 
by song, by worship and the gifts of his people, he looks back from the 
summit of his life and the crown of his labors and “sums up” his earthly 
career in these words: “We are strangers before thee as all our fathers 
were. Our days on earth are as a shadow and there is no abiding.” 

As he reviews his life he sees that he has been like other men in earlier 
ages. He thinks of the tents and the pilgrimages, and no matter how 
familiar the world became, man was never more than a stranger. 

He has numbered his days and they remind him of the shadow in the sun¬ 
dial. That shadow is silent and slow and dark and leaves no trace where it 
passes. It grows and it declines and tells of substance and sunshine. 

Life has been like the flight of a bird, like the vanishing of a cloud, and 
from the cradle to the tomb all is change. Nothing abides, all is transitory— 
for to-day and then gone. 

This is a great truth that David has enshrined in this verse and it will 
help us to consider it with care. We ought to think of it when we seek for 
our task in life and waste no time in getting our work done. It would he 
well to think of it when we come to divided ways, that we may choose the 
right road. By giving heed we will never set our affections on earthly things. 
We will be courteous and helpful to fellow-travelers. We will remember 
those who are coming after and leave some comforts lor them. We will i 
plant shade and open fountains and bridge chasms and build highways for j 
those who follow. We will also be made cautious about the stamp which 
our character is leaving upon those about us, and we will be thoughtful 
about the recompense at the end of the way. 

Would it not be well to give this truth a place of honor? Let tire world 
study its meaning. Let every bell ring it and every breeze waft it and every 
trumpet blow it and every voice proclaim it. Write on the portal, the thres¬ 
hold, the monument, the temple and the tomb. Give it to song and picture

Dozing is not ad 
missible from any reasonable or health 
point of view. 

The brain falls into the state we call 
sleep, and the other organs of the body 
follow’ it. True sleep Is the aggregate 
of sleeps. In other words, sleep, w’hich 
must be a natural function, is a state 
which consists in the sleeping or rest 
of all the several parts of the organ¬ 
ism. Sometimes one aud at other times 
another part of the body may be fa¬ 
tigued, and so the last to awake, or 
the most exhausted and therefore the 
most difficult to arouse.

‘ STAR PASTRY. 

A CPUS GATEAU. - Three table¬ 
spoonfuls powdered gelatin, one 
ihid a half pounds apples, three- 
fourtlrs cupful sugar, half cupful hot 
water, half cupful cold water, one lem¬ 
on and a few drops of red coloring. 
Dissolve the gelatin in the hot water. 
Slice the apples into a saucepan, add 
the cold water, sugar, grated riud and 
Juice „of the lemon. Stew slowly and 
rub through a sieve, then add the dis¬ 
solved gelatin uud color pink with 
red coloring. Turn into a glass dish 
•and set in a cool place for three hours. 
Serve with custard or cream. 

Cheese Cakes.—Sift a cupful and a 
half of cottage cheese. Add one-third 
cupful of sugar, four tablespoonfuls 
of cream, one tablespoonful of melted 
butter, tbe grated rind and juice of a 
lemon and three beaten eggs. Beat 
until smooth and light. Bake In small 
fancy shaped tins, lined with pastry, 
until the mixture is set like custard. 
Serve cold. 

Royal Pudding.—Take one quart wa- 
ter, one-lmlf cupful sugar, one-half tea- 
spoonful salt, one pound dates, one cup¬ 
ful English walnut meats, butter size 
of walnut, one cupful coarse graham 
(lour. Boil water, sugar and snlt; then 
stir in the flour aud boil ten minutes. 
Add dates, nut meats, butter aud boil a 
few minutes longer. Pour in a loaf tin 
and when cold slice. Serve with hard 
sauce or whipped cream. 

Jelly Roll.—Three eggs beaten sepa¬ 
rately, one cupful sugar, one and one- 
half cupfuls sifted flour, two level tea¬ 
spoonfuls baking ppwder, one-lmlf cup¬ 
ful warm water, flavor. Add baking 
powder to flour and sift. Beat whites 
of eggs stiff, fold in sugar, then add 
beaten yolks, then flour lightly. Bake 
In loug pan in hot oven. When done 
spread quickly with Jelly and roll care¬ 
fully In a napkin. 

Lady Washington Pie.—Line pie plate 
with pie crust and spread thin with 
jelly or jam. Mix together one cupful 
breadcrumbs with a cupful of hot wa¬ 
ter, tbe juice of one lemon, n teaspoon¬ 
ful of vanilla, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, one-half cupful of sour cream, 
one teaspoonful of soda, one egg, one- 
half cupful currants and one-fourth 
cupful each of finely chopped citron 
and nuts; add spices to taste. Mix In 
some flour to make a soft batter and 
pour in the Jelly lined pie plates. Cov- 
w with top crust or with strips of 
pastry brushed over with egg. When 
hnked, dust with powdered sugar.

and story. We will thus learn of the value of time and strength and grace. 
We will thus learn to live upon the higher levels of life and invest our energy 
and skill in the enduring things. We will find a pattern, an artist, rich 
material and skilled workmen for the temple of life, and onto that temple we 
will come with bended knee and lifted face and tuneful voice and hands 
heavy with gifts. 

But can all work upon this temple of life? Does it not seem that some 
by stress of circumstances are prevented from doing so? Two men were 
looking at a finished monument. One said: I would wish to be the man 
who polished that shaft that glistens on the summit in the sunlight.” The 
other said: “I would rather have been the man who placed those founda¬ 
tion stones there. These make possible the monument.” 

Some men by force of circumstances cannot put the touches of skill 
and beauty into the structure of life, but they drag the great foundations 
into place. The pioneer is coming into his honors. The great pathfinders 
are coming into their own at last. Their deeds ars recorded in monuments, 
on tablets, in books, in pictures and in song. They blaze trails and hew 
them into highways. They bridge streams, open mines and plant cities. They 
were men of vision. They were brave and patient and industrious. They 
were silent and simple and thoughtful, and they were great hearted. And 
such was he in whose honor we meet to-day. 

He worked long and arduously and skillfully and wisely on the great 
stones that go into the foundation of society and the nation. Let us finish 
and beautify the superstructure. 

Following the sermon, J. O. Snyder, J. W. Coleberd, F. A. Cunningham, 
E. N. Brown, A. A. Whitten and C. T. Connelly, acting as pall-bearers, 
tenderly raised all that was earthly of Daniel O. Daggett, and a long, sorrow¬ 
ing funeral procession followed the remains from the home to its last resting 
place at Mount Olivet Cemetery. Judge E. E. Cunningham, George F. Mc¬ 
Donald, W. F. Taylor and G. W. Holston were escorts to the casket. The 
oration at the grave was delivered by George F. McDonald, who, in a beauti¬ 
ful tribute, bade the last farewell to an old friend and comrade, and said, in 
part: 

“Soft and safe to thee, my brother, be thy earthly bed; bright and glori¬ 
ous be thy rising from it. May the earliest buds of spring unfold their 
beauties o’er thy resting place, and there may the sweetness of summer’s 
last rose linger longest. Though the cold blasts of autumn may lay them 
in the dust, and for a time destroy their loveliness, this destruction is not 
final, for in the springtime they shall surely bloom again. So, in the bright 
morn of the world’s resurrection, though thy mortal frame be now laid in 
the dust by the chilling blast of Death, thy spirit shall spring into newness 
of life and expand in immortal beauty in the realms beyond the skies. Until 
then, dear brother—FAREWELL.” 

Attendant at tlie funeral were the twjfo daughters of the deceased, Mrs. 
J. G. Walker of this city, Mrs. A. M. Bliss of Los Angeles, and Mr. A. K. Dag¬ 
gett, his son, who is a San Francisco attorney. The deceased also leaves six 
grandchildren. Mr. Daggett had been a member of the Masonic fraternity 
for thirty-two years. 

SPENMIFE OF USpL ACTIVlTIES. 

(By E. E. Cunningham.) 

This city lost one of its oldest and most respected citizens on September 
18th, as was attested by the long procession of sorrowing people who fol¬ 
lowed the body of Daniel O. Daggett to its last resting place in Mount Olivet 
Cemetery on September 20th. 

D. O. Daggett was born in the town of Union, in the State of Maine, 
January 18, 1831. 

Notwithstanding his long residence in the far-away west, on this coast, 
he was from the first, and remained to the last, a true-blue down east Maine 
man, and a real and typical American as well. 

He came of American colonial stock. In his youth he was a classmate 
of James G. Blaine, with whom he for a time attended a military school in 
his native state. 

At the age of 21 years he came to California and engaged in mining in 
company with George C. Perkins and others at TimDuctoo in Yuba county. 

Returning to his native state, he took an active part in local Republican 
party politics, and was chairman of the delegation that placed Mr. Blaine 
in nomination in Blaine’s first race for a seat in Congress. Mr. Daggett 
returned to California and settled in Yuba county, where he reared his 
family. He was elected probate judge of that county and was prominent in 
its agricultural and viticultural development. 

He was in those days associated with such men as Governor George C. 
Perkins and Governor Stanford, and was tendered the office of State 
Librarian by Governor Stanford, for which position he was well fitted, but 
which he declined, preferring private life to public place. 

Mr. Daggett came to this city in March, 1892, and at once took an active 
part in founding and upbuilding the town. He was appointed agent for 
Wells, Fargo & Co. in April, 1892, and continued in that position until age 
and failing strength obliged him to give up the strenuous life. 

Mr. Daggett was a life-long student, a well-read and well-informed man. 
He possessed a ready wit and a fine sense of humor, and above all an endow¬ 
ment of strong common sense. He was a most companionable man, domestic 
in his tastes and habits, and a pillar of strength in the community; for his 
integrity was ingrained and of the rugged type that lasts forever. He has 
gone from his family and from us, and no one can fill the place he has left 
vacant.

A Resolution of tlie Hoard of Trustees 

of tlie City of South San Francisco 

Declaring Its Intention to Improve 

Butler Road and San Bruno Road. 

Whereas public interest and conveni¬ 
ence require that the work and improve¬ 
ment hereinafter described should be 
done; and 

Whereas in the opinion of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 1 
Krancisco said contemplated work and I 
improvement is, and is hereby declared | 
to be of more than local or ordinary 
public benetit; now, therefore, resolved 
by the Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco, that it is the in¬ 
tention of said Board to order the fol¬ 
lowing work and improvement to be 
done in said City, to-wit: 

The construction of cement concrete j 
sidewalks, cement concrete curbs and 
cement concrete gutters on the easterly i 
side of San Bruno Road from the north- i 
erly line of Armour Avenue to tlie 
northerly boundary line of said City of 
South San Francisco, including all 
street intersections, and on Butler Road, 
on both sides thereof, from tlie easterly 
line of San Bruno Road to a line parallel 
to the easterly line of the right of way 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad Com¬ 
pany and at a distance of twenty (20) 
feet westerly from the westerly line of 
said right of way;

oi the transportation company. Before an assembly of nearly 200 San Fran¬ 
cisco business men, Mr. Luce admitted that “They had been forced to grant 
the concession in Alameda county in order to secure p. i mcwal of the 
Seventh street (Oakland) franchise.” The Southern Pacific Company, there¬ 
fore, admits that certain valuable privileges were swapped to Oakland in 
return for the franchise. All well and good, but it is absolutely settled by 
all regulating authorities that when a railroad, for whatever reasons, grants 
a special privilege to one community, it is bound to give the same to all 
competing communities similarly sitauted. And this the Southern Pacific 
Company certainly did not do. In fact, before a committee of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors Mr. Luce frankly admitted the discrimination, 
but stated his company would not grant the same concession to the San 
Francisco side of the bay unless they were forced to do so. , 

The development committee of the Board of Supervisors of San Fran¬ 
cisco, after several unsatisfactory and ineffective conferences with Mr. Luce, 
passed a resolution to employ all the legal powers*of the city and county of 
San Francisco to intervene in the case when brought before the Conftnis- 
sion. The Downtown Association, Mission Promotion Association, San Fran¬ 
cisco Real Estate Board, Civic League of Improvement Clubs, North Central 
Improvement Association, Manufacturers’ Association of South San Fran¬ 
cisco and San Mateo County Development Association selected committees, 
which were banded into one large committee. A conference with Mr. William 
Sproule of the Southern Pacific was arranged, in an attempt to secure for 
the Peninsula equal opportunities for development, and remove'the handicap 
which, ti was evident to these men trained to analyze such situations, say.;' ' 
evidently existed. The transportation official refused to grant the demand!^,'. 
of tlie committee. 

After every possible means of securing justice amicably had failed, the* 

Chamber of Commerce, acting in conjunction with these influential San/'

of full terminal privileges as well. 

One of the points involved which has, no doubt, influenced the trans¬ 
portation company to maintain its stubborn attitude, is that the extension of 
the switching limits would permit the Western Pacific and Santa Fe (tail- 
roads getting business in and out of Soutli City on an equal basis with the 
Southern Pacific Company, as outside of switching limits the three great 
trunk lines are not on an equal basis. 

But we need all three lines. Competitive railroad service spells better 
service, greater facilities for handling freight tonnage and expediting its 
movement. The future holds great things for South San Francisco, and we 
must not permit purselves to be hampered by the domination of any one 
great corporation. The prompt recognition of the justice of their claims 
and the immediate action taken by the Soutli City Chamber of Commerce is 
all that has saved to South San Francjgpo several of its largest industries# 

The Steel Company, Edwards Wire WorftV and Coast Foundry threatened to 
remove to the Oakland side of the bay, claiming they could do so with profit, 
notwithstanding the loss of output resultant upon their removal. 

While none of these corporations have pledged themselves to remain in 
South City, everything indicates that the elficient and prompt action of the 
Chamber of Commerce has.<ssured the directors of these great factories that 
every effort would be made to. (Sectu'e equal treatment and make South San 
Francisco the most advantag^Oiftr^point in the bay section for manufactories. 

This spirit of co-operation h&fthjfrifenced these industries to remain.

The tax rate for the corning year 
on all property within the original 
corporate limits was set at $1.30 upon 
each $100, divided as follows: Gen¬ 
eral fund, 60 cents; library fund, 10 
cents; sewer bonds, 20 cents; city 
hall, 40 cents.

EFFICIENT FIRE PROTECTION 


Losses Have Been Kept Unusually Low 
In South Bend, Ind. 

In a city five by five and a half miles 
In area and containing many great In¬ 
dustries we have by constant vigi¬ 
lance kept our fire losses unusually low. 
writes Irving W. Sibrel. fire chief of 
South Bend, Ind., in the American City. 

Between the first of January and the 
last of March, 1917, there were 210 
alarms with only two bad fires. Most 
of the fires are due to the burning of 
soft coal and the preponderance of 
wood shingle roofs over the entire city. 
This is the one great retarding factor 
in further reducing our fire losses. 

There are sixty-seven men in the de¬ 
partment, serving a population of 
about 70,000 people with constant care 
and fidelity. The business district of 
the city is made up chiefly of three and 
four story buildings of old and high¬ 
ly combustible material. 

We have in service four pieces of 
horse drawn apparatus where the runs

In a recent issue, the Daily Journal 
of Commerce of San Francisco said 
of South San Francisco: 

Those who should know about such 
matters have long predicted that 
South San Francisco was to be a 
place, not of mushroom growth and 
equally rapid decay, but of steady and 
substantial upbuilding. It has been 
said that it will one day be one of the 
greatest industrial communities in the 
west. And this prediction is receiv¬ 
ing verification in the latest reports 
of the progress in the construction 
of the shipyards and other buildings 
there of the Schaw-Batcher Company 
of this city. 

The Schaw-Batcher Company does 
not intend to do things on any shoe¬ 
string scale. Their first project, to 
be entered upon as soon as the yards 
are completed, is the construction of 
no less than eight large steel vessels. 
These ships, and others to come after 
them from the same yards, are to 
form part of the great emergency 
fleet contemplated by the government 
as an aid for American commerce and 
overseas traffic. 

The various buildings of the com¬ 
pany will occupy a space of 172 acres. 
From the plant to deep water a chan¬ 
nel -is being dredged which will be 
six thousand feet in length. In order 
to speed up as much as possible the 
completion of this work, three pile 
drivers and two dredgers are labor¬ 
ing day and night on the channel. 
Besides the harbor work and the con¬ 
struction of the yards there are the 
extensive molding and steel-plate 
works, -which are also a vital part of 
shipbuilding. 

The Schaw-Batcher Company has 
appropriated a minimum of $100,000 
for the construction of the necessary 
buildings alone, leaving out the ex¬ 
penses of the channel and of the 
water front. The plant, when com¬ 
pleted, will give employment to thou¬ 
sands and will be a worthy addition 
to South San Francisco’s ever-grow¬ 
ing ig.dus.try.
